 PROJECT DESCRIPTION 
  
 Valencia Heights Water Company (VHWC) proposes to install a domestic water well No.6 in 

the City of West Covina. VHWC proposes to discharge the groundwater associated with the 
development of the well. The water will be stored in Baker tanks and analyzed prior to 
discharge into Walnut Creek Wash. 

  
 VOLUME AND DESCRIPTION OF DISCHARGE 
 
 VHWC will discharge up to 0.86 million gallons per day (mgd) of the well development water. 

The well development water will be discharged through an outfall located at (Latitude 34° 4’ 
30”, Longitude 117° 53’ 0”) into Walnut Creek Wash, thence to San Gabriel River, a water 
of the United States.   

 
 FREQUENCY OF DISCHARGE 
 
 The discharge will be intermittent and will begin in May 2001.  

 
REUSE OF WATER 
 
There are no feasible reuse options for the discharge. This is a short duration discharge that 
will last for approximately one week.
